ACK in 1863, during the American Civil War 
and just @ few months after the smoke 
of the Batilé of Gettysburg had cleared away, 
the’ President of the United States, Mr. Abraham 
Lincoln, made a. very brief but memorable 
speech. : 

He referred to the democratic principle of 
“government of the people, by the people, 
and. for the people”. 

With the deep and most respectful bow to 
the ‘niemory of this great humanitarian, we 
take the liberty of adapting his words to the 
change that has been made in the sdminis- 
tration of Victorian soccer, 

This change was made ty put into practice 
the principle that soccer should be controlled 
by a “government of the clubs, by the clubs, 
and for the clubs”. 

It is regretted by almost everyone connected 
with the sport that the changeover to the new 
form of control was not accomplished smooihly. 

But opposition in any controversial matter 
which is worthy of debate is a good thing. 
It brings out all that is non-essential — per- 
haps even. bad — in a proposal, as well as 
all of its good points. 

The fact remains that the change HAS been 
made. The work of making the best use of the 
change, the work of proving that it will result 
in the better administration of soccez, lies 
ahead of us and involves every one of us. 

That is worth repeating — IT INVOLVES 
EVERY ONE OF US. 

To give you an idea as to why this is so,, 
permit us to borrow the words of another 
great philosopher. 

Archmides, speaking of the physical and 
mechanical power of a lever, said: “Had we 
a place to stand’ upon, we might raise the 
world", 

The new administration doesn't want io 
“raise the world". lt wants only to lift the 
standards of soccer and soccer management 
in Victoria. : 

lt has the “lever”, but it needs “a place 
to stand upon”, And the “place te stand 
upon”, the essential foundation for the work
